When Curiauouity invaded the 
nelsfcborhood the Weerasooriyas 
stood staunchly by the Buddhist faith, 
and -were amongst the leaders in per- 
wcutlne the new-fangled religion. 
The grandmother of the boy whom we 
have just Introduced was herself a 
pillar of strength to the pagan -cause. 
Not only had she dedicated her eld- 
est son to the prisstbood, b«t her ob- 
scrvaccv uf fne rights sad ceremonies 
of her religion was strict In the ex- 
treme. The works of merit which 
were to earn tor her the elysium oi 
"Kirvan" . (annihilation) were dili- 
gently practised. Her offerings to 
the temple were generous, her pil- 
grimages frequent, her opposition to 
the new religion stern and unrelent- 
ing.

STll ci brcEklng St, by giving Hla ^3C, 
Jesus Christ, to die on Calvary, and 
at the samp time opened tbe gateB of 
forgiveness to every son and daughter 
of Adam's race. 

From fiat day to this no being any- 
wliere has heen able to say that it iB 
s. light matter to oppoue God or to 
break His commandments. And yet 
on the cross iisre was the strongest 
assertion possible for any being to 
make, of the possibility of full . and 
free forgiveness for every sinner who 
Is wiliibK to comply with the condi- 
tions on which its bestowment is 
made to depend. 

1. liiiw, what ao we mean by "The 
Forgiveness of Sins" ? I answer, "It 
Is that act vrfierela God does for His 
Son onr Saviour's sake fully and 
freely forgive all tie sins of a man'B 
past life, on the simple condition of 
repentance, and faith In our Lord 
Jesus Christ" 

You will see that this Is not the 
covering up of sins with the good 
works of Jesns Christ, as some havn 
thought Neither does forgiveness 
conBist in treating a man, for Jesus 
Curiut'u Hoke, as though ne had never 
sinnon ; bat, while regarding blm as 
the guilty, hell-deserving sinner bs 
really Is, It means the complete for- 
giveness of all the transgressions of 
which he haB been guilty. 

•i. THe forglvenceB of sin is the de- 
finite act of God. It Is a transaction 
that tabes place between tho soul 
and God Himself. 

Y&a cannot forsivo T=nr own sins. 
You may hate them, repent of them, 
and renounce them, all of which you 
onshf to in. all of whlrh ynu must 
do. hut yon cannot forgive them. 

No other man or numhar of men 
can forgive your sins. Neither prlesl, 
nor church, nor officer, nor all the 
good people on tbe earth, nor all tho 
angelic beings In Heaven, could for- 
give you, were they all to join hands 
together for tbat purpose. He only 
can forgive the sin against whom the 
sin bas been committed. It 1b God 
Who forgives sin, and God alone. 
The Blhle Cannot Save You. 
Some people seem to think that 
It can. They think that If you 
believe some words or text, or 
some doctrine taught !n It, yov 



wij! be- torsiven. That is » 
mistake, The most that the. Scrip- 
tures can do is to point out tbe way 
of sanation. They can say, "Behold 
tbe Iamb ot God, th^t taketh nway 
the slnB of the world !" hut only .God 
can take the sins away; so, if you 
have not already done so, go to Him 
direct this very night, and let Him do 
this for you. 

This Is the doctrine of the Bible. 
The prophet Isaiah said, -"Let the 
wicked forsake his way, and the un- 
righteous man his thoughts j and let 
him return unto the Lord, and He will 
have aiorcy upon him ; and to our 
God, for He will abundantly pardon." 
And John- Urn ApoaiSe wrote LliOsa 
wonderful words, "He Is falthful_ and 
jtjaj tn forgiyn «b niir sins, ana uj 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness." 

The publican in the Temple of 
whom JesuB Christ spoke did not call 
on either the priest or the congrega- 
tion for forr'.veness ; he cried "God 
be merciful to me a slnnor," and 
went home with hie Bins forgiven. 

This doctrine Is set forth and main- 
tained hy the testlmouy of hcly men 
of God In all agos everywhere. Not 
only from the lips of the PsalmlBt, hut 
throughout the Army In all lands you 
will hear men and women hear wit- 
ness that they cried to tbe Lord, and 
He brought them out of the liorrMe 
pit, and 

S«t Your Feet on the Rock, 
and put a now song Into their 
mouths, even nraise and thanksgiving 
to God. 

This is the doctrlno, my comrades, 
of your own experience. You remem- 
ber well when weighed down by your 
sins, and afraid of death and judg- 
ment and eternity on account, nf thpm, 
you sought deliverance from the Lord, 
and it was God' Himself who came. to 
your relief, and who Bpoke your sins 
forgiven. Every Salvationist miuulu 
settle this truth deep and immovable 
in his soul. It will help hla in the 
•perplexities and difficult sltuatlone 
that He before him, to remember that 
forgiveness Is of the Lord. It la God 
that saves. 

2. The forglvonoss of sins Is entire. 
That Is to say, the act covers the 
whole of the wrong-doings of f* man's 
past life. Some people feel mat it 
1b too much to oxpect God to forgive 
all their sins at once. Even when 
they have the courage to believe that 
God will rorglve them at all, they can- 
not bring themselves to believe that 
it can be done all at one sweep. 

They think that God forgives sins In 
the same manner that some creditors 
forgive the liabilities of some poor 
debtor — that Is, hy drawing bis pen 
through a few pages of the. list

As 
some old writer has It : "God's plan 
U net to crosB out this lot of debts 
new, and another lot *he day after, 
aad another lot the day after that, 
but to turn tho inkstand upside . down 
on the Tecord, blotting them out al- 
together." 

Was not thlB the way the father 
forgave his prodigal son ? Wrb there 
any doing the thing hy halves there ? 
Let us oea. Did ha say t.r, »o DT0a55- 
iiearted youth, "FlrBt, I shall forgivo 
you all the naughty things you did' 
before you went away, and then I 
will pardon the wretched things- you 
did wille you were away; and by- 
and-bye,l will deal with the Ingrati- 
tude you practised In refusing to 
come home when I invited you" f No, 
he ran to meet him, and putting his 
arms around him, took him to bis 
heart and forgave all at one stroke. 

Jesus Christ uses tbat earthly fa- 
ther's compassion and forglvoncas to 
set forth before our eyes the compas- 
sion and forclyoness o! our Heavenly 
Father. Tbat Is the way God pardons 
sins. Oh, my oomrauen, fcnat is the 
»iy Ha pardoned you, and tbat Is the 
way He pardoned me fifty-seven years 
ago. and tbat is the forglvcnccc of 
which I have the witness in my own 
heart to-night. I hope that every one 
of you have the. witness of that bless- 
ed forgiveness in yours alBO. If not, 
If there should be one among you 
who has it not, sow is the accepted 
time : behold, this is the night of 
salvation.

It 
can be Nufoiy predicted that oniy a 
small percentage would go back to 
the white bread. 

• Vinegar, pickles and sauces should 
be only used very sparingly by per- 
sons in good health, but they are 
rank poison to such as are subject to 
Indigestion. 

On the other hand, red pepper 
(ground pure vayenne) is a most valu- 
able condiment, and ought to he used 
freely, as It Is an excellent preserver 
of good health. 



Pies. — Ninety-nine per cent, of pies 
are bad food, and half of them are 
probauly positively injurious. This 
Is almost entirely due to the crust of 
the pie, Tbe only safe pie crust 
which can be eaten even hy perenna 
with delicate stomachs is made by 
using only sweet cream as shorten- 
ing, in place of butter or lard.

BX— THE GERMANS. 



CHAPTER XXXVIK-- ConMniiefl. 

All the Germans, Catholics and Pro- 
testants, wore united now, and they 
had the Spaniards to help them, ; .hut 
the French and Swedes were] ''both 
under able generals. The Swedish 
Count Banier won so many victories 
that aix hundred standards of his 
taking are still In the Cathedral of 
Stockholm. Hungary was attacked by 
George Bagotsky, of Transylvania, and 
Germany hy the French, who won 
two terrible battles at Friburg acd 
Nordllngen, and had orders to hiarcb. 
to Bavsria, snd lay the coautry Waste. 

This throat was to force the Elector 
Maximilian to make a separate I peace 
with France. He wus the only one" 
left of all the princes who had bean 
living at the beginning of the- war, 
and had uphold the cause of tbe. Em- 
peror all through, but he could' not 
give up his country to the savage sol- 
diers, and be signed a truce. Tne 
Emperor, losing his help, was in great- 
er straits than ever : the Swedes over- 
ran Bohemia, and one night broke into 
the Emperor's camp, and killed the 
sentries beiore his tent When the 
truce was over, Maximilian joined 
Ferdinand again. The last great bat- 
tle of the war wae fought et Eusmsrs- 
cbenen, in 1648, with the Swedes, who 
again gained a great victory. Bavaria 
was overrun and laid waste, and 'in 
Bohemia, half Prague was taken by 
thom. 

At Prague the war was begun in 
1G1S, til PraiftiB is ended in 104B. Ger- 
many was worn out ; It bad only half 
the inhabitants It bad had at .the 
beginning of the war. Many towns 
were in ruins, many villages deaerts,. 
trade was destroyed, misery every- 
where. The old Hanse ' League - had 
fallen to pieces because • the once 
wealthy cities could not pay ■ their 
expenses. Peace must he made) ,: so 
a congress was held at Munster, in 
Westphalia, and attended by deputies 
from all parts of Europe. The ' two 
foreign enemies were bought /off- 
France with Flsass, and Sweden with 
half Pomeranla, Tho other half went 
to tbe Elector of Brandenburg,,' also 
the bishopric of Madgehurg ; Bavaria 
•had the lower Palatinate, but the 
upper Palatinate was restored to Karl 
Ludwig, the son of the Winter King, 
and hrother of Rupert, who had. been 
fighting for his uncle. Charles I., of • 
England. At the same time Holland, 
the Netherlands, and Switzerland were 
declared free, and independent of the 
Empire. - * 

As to religious matters, all benefices 
that had been in Catholic or Protest- 
ant hands in 1624 were so to remain ; 
the Imperial Council was to be of 
equal numbers of Catholics anu. Pro- 
testants ; each prince might enforce 
what religion he pleased on his- sub- 
jects ; and Calvinism was as fasten 
recognized as Lutheranlsm. Nobody 
liked the terms of this peace; but 
everybody wrh so worn Out that ' it 
was agreed to. Thenceforth, then,. the 
great •utllnen were settled. Austria, 
Hungary, Tyrol, and Bohemia, being 
the hereditary lands of the Emperor, 
were Catholic, also Bavaria ; while 
Brandenburg, Saxony, Brunswick, and 
most of the northern states and free 
cities were Protostaat, and though 
the Empire still-existed,- all the princes 
were much more Independent of 'it. 
Maximilian of Bavaria died in 165T; 
three years after the peace was slim- 
ed, much respected ror the _falthf ill, 
houobL part he jitid acted. The ■ ij'm- 
pnrt-. r lived till 1CE7. lie was ndt sii 
old man, but he had never, throughout 
his reign, done a. single act that he 
knew to he unjust. When ho : was. 
sitting in his room, weak and ill, .the 
uUTrjeB iublieu iii with his youngest 
child's cradle, because the nursery . 
was on Are, and in their fright Jcpodki 
ed the cradle againBt a wall,' so '.that ;. 
It was broken, and. the child felljout: 
The shpek so startled the father that; ■ 
h»" onlv lived, an -hour after, and)"tUe. 
haby died of the fall a few mohtlis
